14. (Previously Presented) A fungicidal composition comprising an effective amount of a 
compound according to claim 1 and an agriculturally acceptable support. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method for p r eventively or curatively combating the 
phytopathogenic fungi of crop s, characte r ised in that comprising applying an effective and 
non-phytotoxic amount of a the composition acco r ding to of claim 14 is applied to the plant 
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seeds or to the plant leaves and/or to the fruits of the plants or to the soil in which the plants are 
growing or in which it is desired to grow them. 
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
